Sticks to Post When Penasyl 
vania Flyer's Engine Goes 
Into Ditch; Fireman Hurt. 


TELLS COMPANION TO JUMP 


Passengers Become Panic Stricken; 
Fight to Leap from Coaches; 
Train Crew Holds Them Back.

With his engine leaping along on the ties 
at sixty miles an hour, R. H. Summers, en- 
gineer of the Pennsylvania rallroad's eight- 
een hour New Tork flyer, stuck to his cad 
yesterday. afternoon until the locomotive 
dropped to the bottom of an eight foot em- 
bankment. He was uninjured. - : 

The engine left the rails one-half mile 
south of Indiana Harbor. Under a mile a 
minygte momentum it tore along the track for 

er half mile before it went crashing 
into the ditch. All of the seven coaches 
except the baggage car stayed on the rails, 
The tender fell with the engine. 


Passengers Escape; Fireman Hurt. 

Out of the 75 passengers and a full train 
crew only one person was injured. He was 
W. S. Hol, fireman. He jumped just as the 
engine swung for the embankment Two of 
bis ribs were broken and his body was 
bruised. The passengers, panic stricken, tried 
for a half mille to leave the train, but were 
headed off by the crew. 

It is said by railroad men to be one of the 
most remarkable accidents in railroad his- 
tory. Ordinarily, experts on thes Bay, 
a train going at such a speed is torn to 
if one wheel leaves the rails. That ah ébtire 
engine and tender should have bumped over 
the ties for a half mile without injuring 
more than one person or damaging à passen- 
ger coach is considered as near a miracle 
as ever occurs. 

The fiyer, which leaves the Chicago depot 
at 2:30 o'clock, went through Indiana Harbor 
at 3:21 o'clock, on time. The station agent 
sald it appeared to be going about sixty or 
sixty-five miles an hour. 4 


Policeman Sees Accident. 

Sergeant Frank Barker of the local police 
was standing on the station platform. Sud- 
denly he -urned to the station agent and 
shouted; 

*” Something's the matter with the special!” 

As Barker looked he saw steam burst out 
from a dozen places in the engine. Hastily 
securing a hand car from the station agent 
he called Harfy Nagle, a patrolman, and 
they started afterthetrain. Before they had 
gone a hundred yards they gaw the engine 
lurch over to one side and leap into the 
ditch. They could hear the crash. 

After pumping desperately for a half mile 
they saw a flagman running back. 

“Everybody killed,” he shouted at them, 
“Everybody killed but me.“ 

The police officers waited for no further in- 
quiry. Reversing the hand car, they shot 
back to town and, leaving a burry call for 

mbulances and doctors, took a motorcar 
Sask to the wreck. 

They found Summers, the engineer, gazing 
disconsolately at the wrecked engine and 
Hol, the fireman, making investigations of 
nia ribs. From them they learned the story 
of the accident. - 

Wreck Occurs Near Station. 

The engine, with the half mile yard limit of 
Indiana harbor barely past, had left the 
rails. The crew's first notification of the oc- 
currence was the pitching of the engine. 

Immediately Summers was confronted with 
a delicate problem. If he put on the 
emergency brakes, the results would prob- 
ably be disastrous, as the engine, being sud¢- 
denly checked, would “ buck,” and the train 
of life loaded cars would pile up or flip off the 
embankment. If he stuck he apparently had 
a chance for Eis life, so long as the engine 
did not fall on its right hand side, If it did 
he would have no chance to jump and prob- 
ably would be crushed with it. 

On the other hand, by sticking to his cab, 
he could put on the brakes slowly and per- 
haps save the whole train, even if he was 
killed himseif. He stuck. With him re- 
mained Hoi, the fireman. 


Crew Stays at Post. 

“You'd better jump,“ Summers told bum. 
„Tou can't do anything.” 

Tu jump when she turns over,” answered 
Hoi, and climbed up on the tender, where he 
could jump either way. This left Summers 
alone with a bucking, roaring, many tonned, 

engine, which lunged at every 
moment as though it would hurl itself down 
the embahkment. He sat with his hand on 
the air throttle, opening it a little here and 
a little there, enough to decrease the speed of 
the train without endangering it any more 
than it was already endangered, 

Then, suddenly, the anticipated happened. 
The engine leaped a little to the right, and, 
whirling half way around, fell upside down 
along the embankment. Hoi jumped to the 
Summers could not jump, so he stayed 
in his cab and waited for death.

In support of her allegations Miss Dyer 
has turned over to the authorities letters 
from Peters, which Capt. Watson says are 
sufficient to convict the man if they were 
bona fide. 

Peters, according to the story, was sent to 
America to obtain if possible the manner of 
manufacturing dunnite, a powerful explosive 
known only to the United States army, and 
also plans of American fortifications.

The report is presented as a fair index 
to conditions in the separate geographi- 
cal divisions and the country as a whole, 4 
given by men most closely ip touch with 
conditions. 


Gives Reasons for Optimism.

ment of Mr. Reynolds report are as follows: 

age. Certain cereals have been injured 
materially by the weather, but the ag- 
gregate ts good. The general business 
review finds no reason for fearing a 
longer continued depression. Some of 
the industries are marking time with last 
year, others are picking up rapidly. 
Others still affected by the depression 
look forward to improvement, and all 
admit the period of partial stagnation hag 
done much to lower operating costs and 
teach an economical administration neg- 
lected in the more prosperous days.

Dr. Simon Flexner of New York Says It 
Cannot Be Checked Until Doctors 
Learn How It Is Transmitted. ° 


Albany, N. T., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—No treat- 
ment, so far as is known, which can be re- 
garded as a specific, or even effective. has 
deen found in dealing with the problem of 
infantile paralysis, according to Dr. Simon 
Flexner of New York, who has been making 
A special study of the disease. 

At a recent conference here of medical 
officers under the auspices of the state de- 
partment of health, Dx. Flexner gave the 
Iloliowing views in discussing infantile paral- 
ysis: 

“Until we can succeed in determining how 
the disease is transmitted we cannot expect 


“The source of entrance of the germs of 
this disease appears to be through the upper 


air passages, especially the nose. 

“It would also appear that the most prob- 
able means of exit of this germ is through 
the nose and throat. It is, therefore, very 
¢mportant that the discharges from the nose 
and throats of cases suffering from infantile 
paralysis be promptly destroyed.”

When the clock ticked at 12:01 a. m. today 
the gas meter began to tick off gas at 80 
cents a thousand cubic feet. ö 

But if you get a gas bill today and find 
you have been charged 8 cents, don’t kick. 
The bill is correct. Your meter was reac last 
week when the 85 cent rate was still in ef- 
fect. But all the gas you burn. beginning 
today, will cost you & cents tess. 

Court Orders New Rate. 

The new rate was fixed by Circuit court 
order recently. Judge Gibbons “split the 
difference’ between demands of the city 
attorneys and of the gas corporation. The 
city council passed an ordinance making the 
price an average of 70% cents for five years, 
The People’s Gaslight and Coke company as- 
serted such a rate would be unreasonable, 
so relief was sought in the courts. 

The judge issued an order restraining the 
city from enforcing its ordinance until its 
validity has been tested in the courts. He 
also ordered the price reduced to 80 centa, 
pending the court proceedings. 

Company to Adjujst Rates. 

All bills sent out by the gas company today 
will be on the 85 cent basis, as the meters 
were read the latter part of last week, when 
that rate was stil! in effect. Alt bills sent 
out during the remainder of the month will 
be prorated. The charge will be made after 
determining how much gas wes used at the 
two rates. 

The gas company has had several days to 
adjust its books to the new rate, and bills 
will be sent out without a hitch.

Cox Discovers Law. 

Chairman Cox of the house committee on 

expenditures in the treasury department dis- 
covered on the statute books a law directing 
that the department shall never reverse a 
ruling which is favorable to the government 
without first obtaining the written permis- 
sion of the attorney general. 
- Congress intended that importers dissatis- 
fied with the classification of articles and 
the rate of duty imposed should appea! to 
the courts until the attorney general decided 
that the facts did not warrant the expense of 
litigation. In the foregoing cases the rulings 
were reversed without the knowledge of the 
attorney general. 

It has been estimated that the railroads of 
the country have saved $4,000,000 on the free 
importation of creosote.

Economical Housekeeping. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


Rice and Vegetables. 


ICE may or should be eaten with 

beans, peas, cheese, and all highly 

nitrogenous foods to insure perfect 

nutrition, The strongest women in 

the world today are those who actu- 
ally do man’s work in pile driving and other 
heavy labors on a diet of rice, bean soup, and 
fish. 

Rice is served as a vegetable, both alone 
and in combination with other- vegetables, In 
the former case it is yariously dressed or it 
may be made up into delicate and delicious 
croquettes, or fried in squares like corn meal 
mush. 

A famous Creole combination is red beans 
and rice, both being ingredients extensively 
used by those people, It is a dish that can 
well be prepared in the flreless cooker. One 
Creole recipe for this combination is: Soak 
over night or at least for six hours a pound 
of red beans, Then simmer for at least four 
hours in two full quarts of water. The beans 
will then be quite soft, when add a teaspoor 
of salt, a teaspoon of butter—or half lard and 
half butter—a small onion minced, half a red 
pepper, and continue the simmering process 
for two hours longer. The minced onion en- 
tirely disappears in the simmering and makes 
a delicious seasoning. Serve with boiled rice, 
The combination represents a complete ration,

Spanish Rice I.—Fry a sliced onion in one 
tablespoon of butter to a golden brown, add 
one green pepper (unless strong, when use 
less) chopped fine, one-half can of tomatoes, 
one-half tablespoon each of sugar and vine- 
gar, and salt to taste. Boil one-haif cup of 
rice ten minutes, drain, add to above mixture, 
and simmer.—Mrs. S. D. Walker, 3959 Janssen 
avenue, 

Spanish Rice II.—Boil one-half pound of 
rice, dry it well and fry it in butter until 
lightly browned.

T must be admitted at the outset that a 

couple of years ago if you had looked in 

the dictionary you would never have found 

the word “aeroneck.” It is a new word 

very new; so new that if you had looked 
in the dictionary only two weeks ago or two 
hours ago you would not have had your eye 
gladdened by this strange term. In fact, if 
you looked in the dictionary only two minutes 
ago you would not have found it. 

Aeroneck is not from the Greek, although 
at.first glance it would so seem. The term 
“aeroneck” is formed from the two words 
“aero,” the contraction of “aeroplane,” mean- 
ing a machine that goes up in the air very 
often, and “rubberneck.” meaning to gaze 
steadfastly, to look upon with intentness, to 
a visually with rapturous earnestness.

T was a pleasant surprise to me when I 
learned that Tom Sopwith, the noted 
English filer of the Howard Wright bi- 
plane, was to be at the Chicago meet 
with a “* Martin-Handasyde monoplane, 
surprised because I had never heard of his 
flying this type of machine, and pleased be- 
cause I was especially anxious to see a mono- 
plane of the “ Antoinette type in the air. 

There is no prettier flier made than the 
Antoinette, made by the Levaseur brothers 
in France, so far as spectacular beauty is 
concerned, nor does any other filer remind 
one more forcibly of a bird in flight. The 
Antoinette is by the way the largest of suc- 
cessful monoplanes, and Hubert Latham its 
dest pilot. 

The Martin-Handasyde is an English copy 
of the bigger French machine, but is none the 
less interesting, as it embodies a number of 
simplifications and changes which make for a 
more practical machina

The most interesting part of the mono- 
Plane to the novice is the fuselage, or 
main body part. This, in the Martin-Handa- 
syde, is bullt up Uke a boat, of ribs and 
thin wood, so that the whole fuselage is in- 
closed.

ILLEGAL METHODS OF THE LAW. 
The report of a select committee of the 
United States senate on the subject of 
“third degree and kidnaping methods 
charged against law officers of the federal 
government will bring about a much needed 
reform. The term third degree covers a 
wide range of devices to induce or even com- 
' pel confession or evidence. Doubtless, it 
is sometimes applied to methods legitimate 
enough in the search for crime, but on the 
other hand it is more than probabſe that po- 
lice zeal often oversteps the bounds of law, 
justice, and even humanity. It is the es- 
sence of our Anglo-Saxon theory of liberty 
that no man may be compelled to testify 
against himself. In court this is jealously 
respected, but such protection is a mockery 
if it enn be anticipated and evaded by the 
police before trial. : 
The abolition of third degree methods 
does not depend upon legislation but upon 


executive discipline and public opinion. 


Officers of the law, if they are properly edu- 
eated and properly imbued with respect for 
our American theories of right, will not re- 
mort to unlawful and un-American treatment 
of men charged with crime. 
The senate committee dealt with a more 
open and curable evil in so-called “ kidnap- 
ing.” The evil is serious in its moral effect 
and a plain violation of a citizen’s right to 
due process of law. Extradition should be 
deliberate, and, when it is not, it is in effect a 
refusal A the equal protection of the laws.

CONCENTRATION OF BANKING 
CAPITAL. 

The Supreme court said in the Indianap- 

olis National bank case if wealthy banke 
were permitted to buy and hold the cap- 
ital stock of other banks the banking cap- 
ital of a community might be concen- 
trated in one concern and business men 
be deprived of the advantages that 
attend competition between banks.” If 
the concentration or effective control of 
the banking capital of a single community 
is conde ble, how much more condem- 
nable must be the concentration in a few 
hands of the banking capital of the country. 
Then we should have what some say is al- 
ready in existence—a money trust.” Ac- 
cording to Gov. Wilson “ the great monopoly 
in this country is the money monopoly,” 
whose power is exerted to check, chill, and 
destroy genuine economic freedom.” 
Ir there were such a trust, would-be bor- 
rowers who did not have access to foreign 
capital would have to approach it cap in 
hand. Railroads and industrial corpora- 
tions whith needed money would have to 
accept the trust’s terms and submit to its 
control. The promoter who needed capital 
to float some meritorious project would have 
to sacrifice his expected and legitimate 
profits to gain favorable consideration. The 
trust would be the dictator of credit, and 
the business men of every community would 
depend on it for existence. 

There is no such trust as yet, but it would 
tend to the building up of one if the practice 
of some great banks of buying and holding 
the shares of other banks, which the Su- 
preme court has censured, were to go on un- 
checked. Nor should a national bank be 
allowed to do indirectly what it cannot law- 
fully do directly. If a bank which had be- 
come the owner of the stock of other banks 
were to turn its holdings over to a“ security 
company” which was controlled by the 
stockholders of the bank there would be no 
real change in the situation. 

Up to a certain point the concentration 
of the banking capital of a community is 
desirable. Better a few strong banks than 
a number of weak ones. But to carry con- 
centration to au extreme either iu a great 
city or the nation would be to create a situa- 
tion which the men responsible for it should 
be the last to desire. No trust which has 
ever vexed the people and been raged 
against by them would provoke such gen- 
eral and furious denunciation as a money 
trust.“ Even those who were not directly 
affected by it would cry out for its destruc 
tion as loudly as those who were. 


SNEERING AT THE NIOBE. 

When the Niobe of the Canadian navy 
ran on the rocks in a fog recently it not 
only opened its own seams but also the 
Canadian naval question. In à spirit of 
sadness the supporters of the Laurier gov- 
ernment now ask why the opposition cannot 
approach the question as patriots rather 
than as partisans. 

The Niobe, even in its hour of peril on 
the rocks, was sneered at, which gives par- 
tisanship a traitorous complexion. It was a 
shocking display of callousness,” says the 
Toronto Globe. The Canadian naval policy 
has the indorsement of the British ad- 
miralty, is determined, and should be ac- 
cepted, the government supporters contend. 
To -insult the Niobe is an offense against 
patriotism. ! 

If one might lean over the fence and thus 
say a word in what must be recognized as a 
strictly family matter, there would be a 
temptation to question only the nomencla- 


naming its vessels. In a period of tumid 

classicalism the English named their bat-. 
tleships much as the Pullman company has 

named its sleeping cars. Many of these 

names now have acquired something like 

the sanctity ‘of antiquity or of heroism—at 

least for the English. 

There is a useful sentiment in nomencla- 
ture, which, for instauce, makes the British 
cruiser Drake better named than the Bel- 
lerophon. We think there is a real value in 
the system which gives the American battle- 
ships the names of states. 

It is a mere guess, but possibly a safe one, 
that if the Canadian ship which went on the 
rocks had been-the Ontario instead of the 
Weeping Niobe there gould not be so many 
sneérs to disturb Canadians who foresee the 
glory of their coming navy. |

WEIGHTS INSTEAD OF MEASURES. 
Whatever the city can lawfully do to 


make the retailers of foodstuffs sell by the 
pound instead of the peck or the quart it 


should do. Buyers would be much better 


protected than they are now. There would 
still be the evil of short weight to contend 
with, an evil of whose existence the con- 
sumers of ice are painfally aware, but the 
pound cannot be jockeyed with so easily as 
the peck. It is easy to fill one with pota- 
toes—an expensive article just now—in so 
ingenious a way that the customer gets only 
about half the weight he is by law entitled 
to. The measure may have the proper num- 
ber of cubic inches, and yet be so manip- 
ulated as to defraud the consumer. 

There are articles which are sold by the 
piece—the cabbage, the head of lettuce, the 
bunch of asparagus, the muskmelon. The 
greengrocer could continue to sell them 
after the present fashion, but Wherever 
weights can be substituted ‘for measures it 
should be done. When the new potatoes 
make their appearance in the market the 
prevailing custom now is to sell by weight. 
There is no reason why the practice should 
not be kept up through the year. 

Retailers might say the substitution of 
weights for measures would give them a 
little more trouble. It might, but it would 
benefit consumers, and particularly those 
who buy from hand to mouth. They are the 
ones who are hit the hardest by the short 
measure. „The scriptural] definition of good 
measure is pressed down, shaken together, 
and running over.” How many can remem- 
ber having had that kind of measure meted 
out to them? 


WHERE PRISONERS ARE TRUSTED 

For several years there has been a sys- 
tem of trust and honor pursued towards the 
prisoners in the Colorado penitentiaries. The 
state uses them as laborers in building and 
repairing roads and a number of fine high- 
ways has been constructed by this means. 
Sometimes as many as a hundred are in 
camp miles away from the prison for weeks 
at atime. The guards are not armed. ‘The 
men work eight hours a day and after sup- 
per they go swimming, play ball, and take 
walks in the mountains. They must all be 
in camp by 9 p.m. So far no one, it is said, 
has tried to escape. 

Last week at the state reformatory farm a 
bunch of horses broke through the fence and 
stampeded to the hills. The warden ordered 
out the prisoners to recover them. There 
was abundant opportunity to escape, but 
at the end of ten days every man came back 
and brought the horses to the farm again. 

Some of these men were desperate char- 
acters. Murder ‘was charged against some, 
and many were burglars. Yet they have 
proved true to their trust and made good 
the boast of the penal reformers that a 
sense of honor can be instilled even into 
hardened men if properly treated. .

UEEN MARIE, widow of the last of 
the Bourbon kings of Naples, 
heroine of the siege of Gaeta, will 
attain & few weeks hence her seven- 
tleth birthday. Age and many sor- 

rows have laid a heavy hand upon this truly 

royal woman, Ww destiny has been in 
many respects so tragic. Her health is sadly 
broken and with this has come a failure of 
those mental powers which were formerly 
almost masculine in their strength and vigor. 

In fact, her relatives are seriously consider- 

ing the advisability of taking stepe for her 

transfer from Paris to her native Bavariu, 
or, at any rate, her removal from her present 
unfortunate surroundings. 

These latter are a source of the utmost con- 
cern not only to her kinfolk h. Bavaria and 
in Austria but even to thé French authorities, 
who regard themselves as more or less re- 
sponsible for her safety as long as she re- 
maing in Paris. In circumstances so strait- 
ened during the first fifteen or twenty years 
following the logs of her throne that she was 
obliged to pawn her own jewels and her hus- 
band’s plate, with Attenborough, the London 
pawnbroker, she acquired, after her hus- 
| band’s death, quite a considerable fortune 
through the demise of her mother, Duchess 
Maximilian of Bavaria, through legacies 
from her sister, the Empress of Austria, and 
the late Princess Helen Thurn and Taxis, 
and, above all, through the action of the 
Italian treasury in finally consenting to pay 
to her the annuity which the kingdom of 
Naples had bound itself, by treaty, with 
Bavaria at the time of her marriage to pay 
to her, both as consort of the king and sub- 
sequently as a widow. 

— 

In fact, when the settlement was ulti- 
mately made by the Itallan treasury, at the 
ingtance of the German emperor, and of the 
court of Bavaria, both directly, and through 
diplomatic channels, she received all the ar- 
rears of her annuity, ever since the down- 
fall ot her husband’e throné, in 1862. a 

Some of this money she spent in building a 
handsome mansion in the Parisian suburb of 
Neuilly, and which is known as the Palace 
of Naples. Some of it she devoted to the 
establishment and. maintenance of a shop 
in Paris, where Neapolitan embroideries and 
fancy work of various descriptions are sold 
at good prices, all the profit going to the 
poor people producing the work at Naples, 
and in whom the queen has for years been 
interested. But the larger part of her in- 
come, and it is to be feared a good deal of 
her capital, is being squandered by her en- 
tourage,

he leading members of the gang around 
er are an Englishwoman of the name of 
Annje Gorman, and a Frenchwoman, Marie 
Carasee, fofmerly chambermaids, but who 
have now promoted themselves to ladies in 
waiting. The treasurer of the household is 
a former stableman, of the name of Bat- 
tistelli, who, with his wife, has recently been 
concerned in charges of theft. There is also 
a woman of the name of Julia Boccardo, 
who seems to exercise an extraordinary in- 
fluence over her royal mistress, and whose 
origin is of menial character, and an abbé 
of unsavory repute, and in extremely bad 
odor with his ecclesiastical superiors in 
Paris and in Rome—his name is the Abbé 
Tedechi—completes the royal household. By 
them the queen is exploited in the most

Her entourage are not content with con- 
verting her money to their own purposes, 
with no other restriction than that of their 
rivalries for the spojl. They even secure 
payment from people, especially foreignergq 
and new rich, for admitting them to the 
queen's table; and in some-cases even secur- 
ing her presence at their entertainments. 
eo 
Some Americans who have been denied pre- 
sentation at the courts of St. James, of Berlin, 
and of Vienna, have in this way secured in- 
titations to the palace of Naples, at Neuilly. 
and have obtained the presence of the queen 
at their own dinners, the queen being per- 
suaded by her entourage that she was thus 
interesting rich and generous people in her 
favorite charities. i 
There is a considerable amount of delicacy 
in the question of intervention by her rela- 
tives or by the French authorities to pre- 
vent her further exploitation and thus re- 
move her from her environment, which is so 
objectionable as to keep all her former friends 
and all her faithful old adherents of the great 
Neopolitan aristocracy away from her By 
her marriage to the late King Francis of 
Naples she became an Italian, and still draw- 
ing an annuity from the Italian treasury, 
should ‘under ordinary circumstances be an 
object of care to the Italian ambassador. 
This, however, is out of the question, geing 
that Queen Marie is a dethroned Italian 
sovereign whose former dominions, and even 
her very palaces and their contents, have 
been appropriated by the reigning house of 
Savoy.

The French authorities have no right to 
intervene, since reigning soveteigns by in- 
ternationa!] right and dethroned sovereigns 
by international courtesy enjoy the samé 
extra-territorial rights and immunity from 
all local authority and jurisdiction as the 
foreign ambassadors. 

In the end it will probably be, however. 
the Bavarian minister in Paris, Baron Grun- 
stein, who will, in behalf of the Bavarian 
royal family, take charge of Queen Marie's 
affairs and rid her of her altogether impos- 
sible environment. Queen Marie is the last 
remaining princess of the blood to have been 
married by proxy. She arrived in Italy, at 
Bari, as the wife of a crown prince whom she 
had never seen, and who was in every respect 
her antithesis. Her father-in-law, for whem 
she developed a great affection, died two 
years later, a frightful death. Then she lost 
her throne, all her most cherished posses- 
sions, and, worst of all, her remaining illu- 
sions regarding her husband. At Rome 
she lost her only child. Driven thence by 
the Italian capture of the Eternal City in 
1870 she sought refuge in London and Paris, 
and lived:to see her sister, Empress Elizabeth, 
murdered, another sister, the Duchess 
d’Alencon, burned to death in the charity 
bazaar fire, and two of her husband's 
brothers commit suicide. She used torace in 
Paris under the name of Count Isola, and was 
portrayed by Alphonse Daudet as the “ Queen 
of Iilyria,’’ in his famous novel, Les Rois 
en Exile. Moreover, she is the only woman 
to possess the cross of the Russian order of 
St. Georges only bestowed for acts of excep- 
tional heroism under the enemy’s fire, and 
granted to her for her magnificent defense 
of the fortress of Gaeta, the last Boy bon 
stronghold in Italy.

ALTITUDE TESTS 


Scientists on Pike’s Peak to 
Experiment on Man Not 
Used to Height. 


BIG RESULTS EXPECTED. 


Study to Be Made of Every Ef- 
fect Upon the Human 
System. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 6.—[Special. }—Scien- 
tists have begun a series of experiments cal- 
culated to determine every effect of altitude 
upon the human system. They are choosing 
persons who have never before climbed te 
a great height. Farreaching results are ex- 


pected. 

The experiments are to be made on Pike‘s 
Peak. The persons conducting them include 
Dr. J. 8. Haddane of Oxford, Dr. Yandell 
Henderson, profeseor of biology at Yale; 
Prof. E. C. Schneider, professor of biology at 
Colorado college; and Miss Mabel P. Fits- 
gerald of Oxford.

The Chicago Cloak and Suit Makers’ union 
held their fourteenth annual picnic during 
the day at Riverview park picnic grove.

It was estimated that 5,000 garment work- 
ers attended the outing. The strike at the 
Palmer shops, which has been on for three 
months, was caused by the refusal of Mr.

The picnic netted a substantial sum fof the 
continuance of the strike. Mr. Palmer de- 
clines to meet any arbitration committees of 
the strikers.

Haldane explained’: 

„We're here to find out the physiological 

reactions of the altitude. Hitherto we've 
performed all our experiments upon our- 
selves. Now we want victims from de- 
low. 
„One object is not to determine the effect 
of’ high altitude upon tuberculosis, but to 
find out the entire reaction; what kind of 
people can live in high altitudes; how long 
it will take them to get used to it; in short, 
every effect of altitude. 


May Find Way to Climb Everest. 

„One result of our experiments will be 2 
more scientific knowledge of mountain climb- 
ing. Mount Everest has never been climbed 
because men have found jt impossible to 
withstand the effects of the altitude. Now if 
we determine what can be done to remove 
these effects or to accustom a man to them 


it may be possible to scale this mountain.”

TELLS HOW TAK BILL MET END 


Civic Federation’ Blames. Initia- 
tive and Referendum Wing. 


SHOWS HOPE FOR FUTURE: 


Believes Technical Education ot People 
Is Needed Now. 


— — 


To the desire of the initiative and refer- 
endum faction that they be revenged for the 
defeat of their pet bill the civic federation 
attributes the defeat of the proposed revenue 
amendment. A statement to this effect ap- 
pears in t final report of the federation 
for 1911. Kade public yesterday. 

The federutlon concludes that the public 
must be educated in taxation along broader 
and more technical lines before any success 
can be anticipated from attempts at general 
revision. However, a note of encourage 
ment is sounded in the paragraph following 
this conclusion. 


New Taxes Spur to Change. 

Every one, gays the report, knows that 
the tax system is bad, but there is always to 
be found the fear that a change might be for 
the worse. However, conditions are growing 
worse 0 rapidly that this fear is losing 
ground. There is every prospect that the 
state tax rate will be greatly inc this 
year, and the increased burden will fall on 
the same property which now Carries the 
load. Under the proposed amendment the 
necessarily increased revenues would be de- 
rived ip-equitable proportion from property 
which now pays virtually nothing at all. It 
is to be hoped that the approaching increase 
of tax burden will at least be beneficial to 
the extent of teaching the people to distrust 
the political demagogue who regularly op- 
poses scientific revision of our tax system on 
the plea that he is protecting the poor man, 
but really for the protection of selfish and 
well intrenched private interests.“ 

The federation complaing that enemies of 
the amendment, prompted by selfish motives, 
circulated a report that the amendment 
would exempt big corporations from taxa- 
tion and increase the burden of the farmer, 
thereby marshaling the rural districts 
against the bill. This report, the federation 
says, are absolutely untrue, and would have 
been recognized as untrue if the people had 
known anything about taxation. 


Plan Benefits Gained Elsewhere. 

“The amendment proposed,“ goes on the 
report, “only to place the tax system of 
Illinois‘upon the same elastic basis which has 
given better conditions to taxpayers of every 
class, and adequate public revenues in New 
York, Pennsylvania, and other states. 

“It is a notorious fact that owners of real 
estate and tangible property In Illinois are 
bearing a constantly increasing proportion 
of the tax burden because of the impossibil- 
ity of finding and assessing at equitable 
rates the vast amount of intangible proper- 
ties, under the antiquated restrictions of our 
constitution. 

“For their efforts on behalf of the tax 
amendment credit is due to Hon. George H. 
Hamilton of Watseka, chairman of the com- 
mittee on revenue, who handled it upon the 
floor ot the house; Hon. John- Huston, of 
Blandinsville, who spuke for it on the Dem- 
ocratic side; Hon. Noble B. Judah Jr., and 
Hon Joseph P. Kinsella of Chicago, Hon. 
Louis J. Pierson of Wilmette, Hon. Edward 
D. Shurtleff of Marengo, Hon. David E. 
Shanahan, and Hon. John C. Werdell of 


Chicago.”

States senator. He. would not say what 
ha 0 be the attitude on a congressional and 

atorial redistricting of the state. 

The immediate object of Mr. Merriam in 
coming to Washington was to enlist the ald of 
progressive Republicans as speakers in Mr. 
Jones’ campaign and to arrange the dates for 
their appearance in Illinois. In this the pro- 
fessor suffered some disappointment. b 


Long Session a Handicap. 

He was unable to arrange any specific 
speaking engagements with the progressive 
leaders, though he intimated he had obtained 
promises they would accept his invitation 
some time during the campaign. Mr. Merri- 
am said the progressive senators were una- 
ble to accept definite speaking dates because 
they had no idea when congress would ad- 
journ. The fear seemed to be prevalent that 
congress would remain in session till Sept. 1 
if not later. 

As soon as the present session ends, Prof. 
Merriam safd, there will be plenty of progres- 
sive Republican senators and representatives 
to take the field in Illinois. 

According to one story which has been 
a float for several days, there has been a hitch 
in the plans of the Merriam following caused 
by a reluctance on the part of prominent 
progressives here to enlist under the Merri- 
am-Jones banner. 

What with the Deneen progressives and 
the Merriam progressives in Illinois, the 
Washington leaders are said to be mystified 
as to the conditions prevailng in Illinois and 
are unwilling to tie themselves up to any 
particular faction at this time. 


La Follette Not to Speak.

Of course, if he does, he will 
be compelled to rely for his main support on 
the Merriam-Jones Republicans, and in that 
event he and his friends undoubtedly will 
enter the speaking campaign in that state 
some time before the primary.
